13 KILLED WHEN PLANE 
ALS TO CARBBEA 


One Survivor of Crash Off 
Coast of Jamaica—Owner 
of Airline a Victim. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, April 10 
(UP)—Thirteen persons were 
killed today when a Caribbean 
International Airways Catalina 
passenger plane plunged into the 
sea after taking off for the Cay- 
man islands. 

The only survivor, Lt. Col. 
Remington Hobbs, was injured 
seriously. He is scheduled to be 
one of the officials in charge of 
arrangements in Westminster Ab- 
bey for Queen Elizabeth's coro- 
nation in London June 2. 

The plane took off from Pali- 
sadoes airport. One of its two 
motors failed and it plunged into 
30 feet of water 200 yards off- 
shore.

Among those killed- were Col.

Department store. sales in the 
St. Louis area increased 5 per 
cent in dollar volume last week 
compared with the corresponding 
week a year ago, the Federal Re- 
serave Bank of St. Louis reported 
today. 

The report shows that sales vol- 
ume for the four-week period 
ended Saturday was 13 per cent 
above the same period in 1952.

PRIVATE COLLEGES: 
PLIGHT DISCUSSED 


Fr. Reinert Says They Face 
‘Slow Death’ While State 
Schools Grow. 


Threat of “a slow death” faces 
the nation’s privately operated 
colleges and universities, while 
state universities are expanding, 
the Very Rev. Paul C. Reinert, 
president of St. Louis. University, 
ao an educators’ group yester- 
ay. 

Lower tuitions at state schools, 
made possible by receipt af tax 
money, attract a growing propor- 
tion of students, Father Reinert 
said at the annual convention of 


Association at Atlantic City, NJ. 
The educators’ panel ‘on which 
he spoke proposed that states 
adopt scholarship programs which 
would enable students to use pri- 
vate facilities “now idle,” rather 
than spend money to build bigger 
state colleges. 

Father Reinert was followed by 
the Rev. Cyril F. Meyer, vice 
president of St. John’s University,; 
Brooklyn, N.Y.. who said state 
college expansion is based on a 
sound principle “that youngsters 
are entitled to a college educa- 
tion.” The states, however,.have 
the obligation to set up additional 


persons who live outside the city 
from the tax, even though they 
earn their living in St. Louis. 
Non-residents at present account 
for at least $2,000,000 of the an- 
nual revenue from the tax. 

“It is the general feeling of 
Civic Progress sponsors that it 
would be impossible to obtain the 
voters’ apprdéval of a big bond 
issue if the earnings tax bill does 
not pass,” a spokesman for the 
group stated. 

“Without the earnings tax rev- 
enue, a bond issue would consti- 
tute an unduly heavy burden on 
real estate. Real estate taxes 
would have to be increased by 50 
per cent to make up the loss of 
revenue from the earnings tax.” 

A bond issue of at least $100,- 
000,000. will be needed to over- 
come decay and make St. Louis a 
progressive metropolitan center, 
it has been estimated. 

Mayor-elect Raymond R. Tuck- 
er, in a message delivered by City 
Counselor James E. Crowe, 
praised members of the Civic 
Progress sponsoring committee for

FOR TAX EVASION 


Officer of Auto Parts . 
Firm Sentenced Fol 
lowing Conviction in 


U.S. Court. 


Nathan Barack, vice president 
of the Barack Auto Parts Co., 
4050 Easton avenue, was sen- 
tenced today to 18 months’ im- 
prisonment for income tax eva- 
sion by United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen. 


Barack, who lives at 7137 Del- 
mar boulevard, University City, 
was found guilty March 21 by a 
jury in Judge Hulen’s court. He 
was charged with evading $2506 
in income taxes for 1946. He 
owed $3652 on income totaling’ 
$13,535, but paid only $1146 on 
reported income of $5919, the in- 
dictment alleged. 

Before sentence was pro- 
nounced, Assistant United States 
Attorney William J. Costello told’ 
the court the Government had 
found that Barack owed $29,843 
in delinquent income taxes, pen- 
alties and interest for the period 
of 1944 to 1948. 

Barack’s attorney, Harry C. 
Blanton, told the court Barack 
was “hopelessly insolvent finan- 
cially.” He said his client, 52 
years old and unmarried, lives 
with his aged mother. 

Judge Hulen instructed Bar- 
ack to report April 22 to be 
taken to prison. 

At the trial, the Government 
introduced evidence that Barack 
failed to report to the company

“Thus,” Schweppe said of Dul- 
les, “his reasoning has come full 
circle.” 

Schweppe is chairman of the 
American Bar Association’s Com- 
mittee on Peace and Law which is 
sponsoring one or two constitu- 
tional amendments under con- 
sideration by the subcommittee. 
The other, drafted by Senator 
Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, has the 
backing of 63 other Senators. 

Bricker Against More Study.

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RUSSIA PROPOSES 


CLOSING TWO AIR 
LANES TO BERLIN 


Would Widen Third to 60) 
Miles in Step to Reduce 


Danger of East-West 
Clashes. 


BONN, April 10 (UP)—The Sov- 
fet Union proposes that two of the 
three air corridors from West 
Germany to YWest Berlin -be 
closed and that the width of the 
third be expanded to 60 miles, Al- 


lied authorities revealed today. 

The present three corridors | 
each are 20 miles wide. 

The proposal was one of several | 
new “air safety’’ measures pro- 
posed by the Soviets to reduce the 
possibility of future Soviet-West- 
ern air clashes over Germany. 

British, French and American 
High Commissioners and their air 
service chiefs conferred at Brit- 
ish headquarters here for two 
hours today on the Soviet plan. 
They said a final decision will 
up to the three governments con- 
cerned. 

While the total air corridor 
space would not be reduced by 
the Soviet plan, the proposed 
change would offer certain handi- 
caps to the West, authorities said. 
The three present corridors enter 
Berlin from approximately the | 
direction of Hamburg in_ the 
north, Frankfurt in the south and | 
Hannover which is nearer the 
center of Germany. 

The Russians now propose to 
close the Hamburg and Frankfurt 
corridors. 

During the Soviet blockade “ 
Berlin in 1948-49 all three corri- 
dors were crowded with planes 
day and night. The Allies at that 
time established one-way traffic 
rules in the corridors, with loaded 
planes flying to Berlin using two | 
corridors and empty planes re-/} 
turning to West Germany using 
the third one. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 
VOTES FOR 3-STATE 
‘AFRICA FEDERATION 


SALISBURY, Southern Rhode- 
sia, April 10 (UP)—Final results 
of yesterday's special election | 
showed today that Southern Rho- 
desia’s voters balloted almost two 
to one in favor of forming a cen- 
tral African federation with North- 
ern Rhodesia and Nyassaland. 

The final vote was 25,570 for 
federation; 14,729 against. 


The federation plan already has 
been approved for the Northern 
Rhodesiah and Nyassaland protec- 
torates by the British House of 
Commons, which acts for them. 

The vote of the Southern Rho- | 
desian pe agen therefore makes | 
the decision for federation final. 
The plan’s sponsors expect it may 
be put into effect by next August. 

Only two areas reported major- 
ity votes against the federation | 
plan, devised principally by Sir | 
Godfrey Huggins, Prime Minister | 
of this self-governing colony 
which covers 150,000 square miles. 

Opponents argued that natives 
opposed the plan and that its 
adoption might lead to violence 
like that which has swept Kenya. 
Most of the colony's eligible vot- 
ers are white.

A member of the joint congres- 
sional atomic energy committee 
who favors erring the atomic 
power pro, for about six years, 
told the United Press that the 
first muclear reactor for an air- 
craft carrier might cost as much 
as $250,000,000. 

A well informed official in the 
executive branch of the Govern- 
ment thought that figure too high 
but said the development cost 
would be at least $100,000,000 and 
probably considerably higher. A 
carrier would need two of the 
nuclear engines. 

‘ Taking the lowest estimate on 
engine costs, the first atomic car- 
rier might have a total cost, in- 
cluding ordnance,’ electronic 
equipment and aircraft, of close 
to $600,000,000. The estimated 
cost of the first super carrier, the 
conventionally-powered Forrestal, 
is $388,000,000, including planes 
and other equipment. 

Kimball’s Program. 

Navy hopes for starting an 
atomic-powered carrier soon were 
revealed by former Secretary Dan

Reporters, skeptical of the 
Communist claim that the 52- 
year-old Thorez “is now com- 
pletely cured as a result of Soviet 
treatment” of his paralytic stroke, 
noticed it took him 10 minutes 
to hobble 50 feet. 

The back seat of the limousine 
had been equipped to serve as a 
stretcher for the ailing Red lead- 
er. The special train that took 
Thorez Saint Quentin cost 
French Communists $5000. 

West German rail executives 
aboard the train said Thorez was 
accompanied by his wife, a 
French nurse, a Russian woman 
doctor and two interpreters. 

It was obvious Paris Commu- 
nists had not. been notified of 
Thorez’s change in plans. 

Thorez went to Moscow after a 
stroke in Paris Oct. 10, 1950, 
paralyzed his left side. He was 
flown to the Soviet capital Nov. 
11, 1950, in a special Soviet mili- 
tary transport plane.

DEMOCRATS DISPUTE

The resolution was referred to 
the House foreign affairs com- 
mittee and the Senate foreign re- 
lations committee.” , 


Resolution Appears Buried. 


There was no further explana- 
tion in the report. What. hap- 
pened was that it became evident 
the resolution aimed at the Yalta 
and Potsdam pacts could not be 
put through Congress’ unani- 
mously. Secretary of: State Dulles 
said it would be better to have no 
resolution than one passed after 
a fight. The death of Premier 
Stalin relieved the pressure that 
was mounting over the whole is- 
sue. The resolution appears bur- 
ied for good.

Reorganization measures _in- 
cluded those for the Federal Se- 
curity Agency (to become a full 
Cabintt-level department on Sat- 
urday), the Agriculture Depart- 
ment and the Office of Defense 
Mobilization, 

Under foreign affairs the com- 
mittee called attention to the for- 
eign traveling undertaken by 
Dulles and MSA Director Harold 
E. Stassen. It said the United 
States had seized the initiative in 
Unjted Nations debate. As for 
Korea, it was noted: Eisennower 
said he would accept peace feel- 
ers as bona fide until »roved 
otherwise, and that the United 
States Seventh Fleet had been 
removed from Formosan watérs.

LANDON CHARGES 
G.O.P. ‘BUNGLING’ 


TOPEKA, Kan., April 10 (UP) 
—Alf M. Landon said today that 
President Eisenhower’s Admini- 
stration had “bungled” almost 
every major political problem of 
the first 90 days. 

Landon said that was the Ad- 
ministration’s “only real weak- 
ness.” 

The 1936 Republican presiden- 
tial candidate said Eisenhower's 
Cabinet was “unpleasantly remi- 
niscent” of that of the last previ- 
ous Republican President, Her- 
bert Hoover. 

However, Landon praised Ei- 
senhower’s Administration for 
“tireless devotion and obvious 
conviction and decency toward 
achieving the basic concepts and 
pledges of the Republican plat- 
forms.” 

He said the “ineptitude” of Ei- 
senhower’s handling of party af- 
fairs first appeared in the debate 
over -confirmation of Defense 
Secretary Charles Wilson and 
continued through the appoint- 
ment of Charles E. Bohlen as Am- 
bassador to Russia, 

The former Kansas Governor, 
speaking at a Topeka civic club 
meeting,, said Senator Robert 
Taft and House Speaker Joseph 
Martin should have been con- 
sulted before Bohlen’s appoint- 
ment.

Value of Declaration.

The recent articles dn the nomination 
of Charles E. Bohlen as Ambassador to 
Russia have recalled to me the dangers 
of our method of diplomatic appoint- 
ments. 

It appears as if too much of the ap- 
pointing power has passed to a small 
minority of the Senate, The Bohlen ap- 
pointment offers a good example of 
what can happen as a result of having 
Senate approval of diplomatic appoint- 
ments. 

The President had said that Bohlen 
was the best man for the job. However, 
some Of the President’s own party mem- 
bers did not have enough faith in his 
integrity to approve this nomination, 
which would aid the President and the 
State Department in our foreign policy. 

Although nothing was found in the 
FBI report which reflected on Mr. Boh- 
len's fitness, Senator Bridges and Sena- 
ter McCarthy still opposed the nomina- 
tion. Senator McCarthy even suggested 
that Mr. Dulles was sending Mr. Bohlen 
to Moscow to get rid of him as a policy 
counselor in the State Department. 


Such accusations have created a bad 
mame for our State Department. They 
have lowered its prestige in the eyes of 
foreigners-as well as people of the 
United States. I think that this could be 
very damaging to our foreign policy. 

With regard to the future, it is possi- 
ble that it will be difficult to obtain 
well-qualified men in government posi- 
tions because of this public denounce- 
ment,

Chiang’s Future 

If a cease-fire agreement follows the exchange 
of disabled prisoners in Korea, one of its pro- 
visions, already agreed to, calls for an East-West 
conference within 90 days to discuss a perma- 
nent peace settlement and other Far Eastern 
questions. : 

This explains why Washington dispatches de- 
scribe State Department policy-makers as active- 
ly working on the terms our government might 
propose for a Far Eastern settlement which 
would presumably include peace for Indochina 
as well as Korea. It is not surprising that the 
work had no sooner begun than the possibility 
of a “policy crisis” for the Administration be- 
came visible. 

The central issue of that potential crisis is the 
future of American relations with Chiang Kai- 
shek, who has found such warm support in cer- 
tain Republican circles. A Far Eastern settle- 
ment which failed to recognize the Chinese Com- 
munists as the actual. government of China 
seems inconceivable. The very act of negotiating 
with the Communists about Far Eastern ques- 
tions would amount to a form of recognition. 
And if the Western world recognizes Mao Tse- 
tung as heading China’s government, it cannot 
very well go on pretending that China's govern- 
ment is headed by the exiled and defeated Na- 
tionalist leader on Formosa. 

To say that we would have to “abandon” Chi- 
ang as the price of peace in Indochina and Ko- 
rea may be going too far. A trusteeship or some 
other arrangement which left Formosa in Chi- 
ang’s hands possibly could be worked out. But 
the idea of supporting and supplying him for an 
ultimate invasion and “liberation” of China sure- 
ly would have to be given up. The question is 
whether the Republicans who have so long ral- 
lied to his banner would stand for that. 

In the end, the answer will be given by the 
American people. Do they believe that support- 
ing Chiang as a rival Chinese government is 
more important than achieving a permanent 
peace settlement in the Far East? Do they be- 
lieve that American troops should be kept in 
Korea and French troops in Indochina on the 
gamble that Chiang might some day prove able 
to overthrow China’s present government? 

_ It is now almost three months since President 
Eisenhower's order to the Seventh Fleet “un- 
leashed” Chjang to attack the mainland. There 
has been no sign of any attack and realists know 
that Chiang is not going to make one unless he 
has the power of the United States behind him. 
Essentially, then, the issue is whether the United 
States wants a Far Eastern settlement involving 
acceptance of a Communist China, or whether 
our policy is to be directed toward forcible over- 
throw of the Red regime. If a truce is reached 
in Korea, we may have to make up our minds in 
a hurry. 
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Sportsman’s Park

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A Crucial Appointment 

President Eisenhower is said to be considering 
a new chairman for the Federal Power Commis- 
sion—a post of immense interest to millions of 
consumers of electricity and natural gas. 

The acting chairman, Thomas F. Buchanan, 
has been a stanch protector of consumer inter- 
ests. He is a Democrat, but so firm a Republican 
as Senator Tobey has urged the White House to 
keep him on the FPC. Buchanan, however, holds 
an interim appointment and may be replaced. 

For a while the President was said to be 
thinking of giving the FPC post to Jeff Robert- 
son, a fellow Kansan and protege of C. Wesley 
Roberts.

Regulatory commissions are especial- 
ly vulnerable to destruction from within.

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Toward Atomic Power 

Congressional hearings are soon to begin on a 
plan being formulated by the Atomic Energy 
Commission to permit private participation in 
atomic development for power. It is a vital ques- 
tion which citizens and Congressmen would do 
well to approach without doctrinaire preconcep- 
tions on either side. 

The strongest argument for opening atomic 
development to industry is that this may prove 
the surest and fastest way to bring about applica- 
tion of atomic energy to peaceful uses. A Gov- 
ernment monopoly primarily addressed to the 
development of weapons is bound to delay and 
inhibit progress toward that most desirable goal, 
as it already has done. 

But if benefits would flow from ending a Gov- 
ernment monopoly, the public interest would 
not be served by setting up a private monopoly 
in its stead. The terms on which industry would 
be given access to the field are all-important. 


‘ They should be such as to insure the retention 


of final control in public hands, and to prevent 
domination of the field by any one group. 

That is essential first because atomic energy 
for defense purposes is inherently a public con- 
cern, and next because atomic development to 
date represents a great public investment which 
must not be given away. 

If adequate safeguards of the public interest 
can be set up, the cause of peaceful atomic de- 
velopment might be advanced by some sort of 
licensing arrangement which opened the field to

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What They Mean by “Play” 


New light has been cast on the new regime in 
the Department of Commerce by the discovery 
that Assistant Secretary Craig R. Sheaffer has 
himself been on the receiving end of a Federal 
Trade Commission “cease and desist” order. 

As reported by Post-Dispatch Correspondent 
Edward .F. Woods, Mr. Sheaffer’s fountain pen 
firm, along with three others, was cited by the 
FTC in 1945 for “unfair and deceptive acts” in 
advertising a “lifetime” pen. 

Against this background, the Secretary of 
Commerce has suggested curtailing the powers 
of the FTC to blow the whistle on deceptive and 
misleading advertising. Mr. Weeks appears to 
believe that if a product is not actually harmful, 
its usefulness should be left te be determined 
by the “play” of the market place. 

If Messrs. Weeks and Sheaffer undertake to 
clip the wings of the FTC in this respect, as they 
have undertaken to shake up the Bureau of 
Standards, they will find themselves in for an 
argument on two counts. A great many Ameri- 
cans will disagree with the notion that a little 
harmless lying should b> condoned: And a great 
many others will find it just too raw if an indus- 
trialist can use his government position to change 
the rules under which he was caught off base. 
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Out in the Open.at Last 

Spring came out into the open Thursday. For 
weeks, there had been signs of its fitful presence 
in this vicinity: the greening of the grass, the 
budding of trges, the popping of blooms on for- 
sythia, pear, magnolia, cherry and redbud. 

But somehow these outward signs induced no 
inward conviction. They gave purely technical 
testimony of the changing season. They were 
out of harmony with gray days and gusts of 
chilly wind.

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End to the Shape-Up 

As a delayed climax to last year’s exposure of 
waterfront racketeering, the AFL Longshore- 
men’s Association is getting rid of its “shape-up” 
employment system. ‘ ; 

Under the shape-up, longshoremen line up at 
a dock once or twice a day to get job assign- 
ments. The union’s dock boss thus bas power to 
say who will work and who will not. 

The New York State Crime 
that hiring bosses too often misused this power 
to collect -kickbacks from workers and from 
stevedoring firms, and to foster hoodlum activi- 
ties, Two years ago Spruille Braden and his New 
York City Anti-Crime Committee denounced the 
shape-up for giving power to racketeers, bookies 
and gunmen. 

Both Joe Ryan, the union president, and some 
stevedore firms defended the shape-up as a 
practical system. But after the latest exposures 
of waterfront crime, President George Meany 
of the AFL flatly told Ryan to abolish the sys- 
tem and clean up or get out of the AFL. 

So Ryan has announced that the shape-up 
will be ended and the New York union district 
council has voted to do that. The task now is to 
find a substitute hiring system. The union ought 
to assure reasonably steady and completely im- 

\ partial employment to its men, free from dom- 
ination by any dock bosses. 

In any case, the AFL has compelled Ryan's 
union to go farther toward reform than it would 
have done without positive orders. The discipline

Astin as director of the National Bureau 
of Standards, the personal issue has pre- 
sumably been disposed of. But the issue 
of independent scientific findings on the 
= of the bureau looms even larger than 

ore. 


In our opinion, the Department of Com- 
merce must ask some group of independent 
experts to review its charges that the bu- 
reau “has not been sufficiently objective” 
or risk loss of confi- 
dence in the scientif- 
ic nature of the bu- 
reau’s future work. 
The issue is of vast 
importance to eco- 
nomic America—and 
to good government. 

Department of fi- 
cials insist that the 
bureau’s adverse 
findings on the use- 
fulness of a product 
supposed to prolong 
the life of batteries 
was only one of sev- 
eral reasons for ask- 
ing for Dr, Astin’s 
resignation. But the other reasons have 
not been disclosed. And they are no long- 
er relevant because the ousting of Dr. 
Astin hag been linked with the bureau's 
findings on battery additives. 


In this respect the department preferred 
to rely upon private testimonials and tests 
conducted by a Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology professor and a private testing 
company as against the findings of some 
20 scientists in the NBS and extensive 
tests made by the Army. 


This casual disregard of the findings of 
government scientists will have a devastat- 
ing effect unless the department puts this 
matter back into scientific hands. °

We do ‘not think that the summary dis- 
missal of Dr. Allen V. Astin as director of 
the National Bureau of Standards by Sec- 
retary Weeks has been adequately ex- 
plained. 

Mr. Weeks declares that he acted on 
“more” than the complaint of a manu- 
facturer of a battery revivifier who had 
“no luck in getting the National Bureau of 
Standards to run tests” of his product. But 
until all the evidence on which the Secre- 
tary decided that the bureau was not “suf- 
ficiently objective” is forthcoming, the 
public will be mystified. 


This state of mystification will persist, 
we believe, until the President or the 
Secretary has called on either the National 
Academy of Sciences or on a visiting com- 
mittee to pass on the bureau’s procedures 
and conclusions for an outside appraisal. 
The Secretary apparently has something 
like this in mind. He has declared that he 
intends to seek the “best brains” to make 
such an appraisal. 


Unfortunately, the intention comes after 
and not before the event. Meanwhile judg- 
ment on Dr. Astin’s administrative ability 
and scientific probity must be suspended. 

Confidence in the bureau needs to be 
restored, and restoration is possible only 
if there is an impartial outside investiga- 
tion, followed by whatever reforms may 
be necessary. The bureau is one of our 
most important scientific institutions.

A fair-minded person will agree that the 
Eisenhower Administration should be free 
to replace policy-forming officials who 
were hired by the Democrats with officials 
of their own choosing.

Stepson—Lincoln or Hamlet? 
THE STEPCHILD, by William Carlson Smith. (Uni- 
versity of Chicago Prets, 314 pqs., $6.) 

Gen. George Marshall, like Gen. George 
Washington before him, made good as a 
stepfather; but a great many men do not. 
A study ef agency case records in five 
large cities turned up more cruel stepfath- 
ers than cruel stepmothers. 


Abraham Lincoln was 9 years old when 
his mother died. He was 10 when his 
father married Sarah Bush Johnston, and 
it was a lucky day for Abe when she and 
her three children came into that rough 
log cabin on Little Pigeon Creek in Indi- 
ana, brought order 
out of chaos for its 
eight dwellers and 
became Abe's gentle 
teacher and “angel 
mother.” It is often 
otherwise for the 
children of a house- 
hold where death or 
divorce has opened 
the door to a step- 
mother. 

William Carlson 
Smith, professor of

chology at Multno- 
William Carlson Smith ™mah College, Port- 

land, Ore., has per- 
formed a singular service not only by ex- 
ploring a subject too little or too careless- 
ly treated but by writing with compassion 
a book that will command the respect of 
social scientists and case workers.

This book is a powerful corrosive to 
bring about the desired disintegration of 
the 1 stereotype. By copious illus- 
trations from folklore, drama, fiction, bi- 
ography and cultures other than our own, 
Prof, Smith brings understanding to the 
difficulties of the step-relationship. 


Our pride is properly punctured by the 
observation that “the lot of stepchildren in 
most of the non-Western cultures is 
than of those in our own culture.” The au- 
thor’s eye is on the step-relationship and 
it ig the eye of the social scientist, but 
his heart is with the child and it is the 
heart of a man who cares, 


“In an ordinary courtship of single per- 
sons, the important factor is for the pros- 
pective mates to become acquainted with 
each other.

Bricker Amendment Unwise, Un-Needed 


WASHINGTON, 


HE hearings on the Bricker resolution have shown that the 

immediate adoption of this amendment to the Constitution can 

do no good and that most probably it would do great harm. 
Senator Bricker is proposing to change radically the- constitutional 
system under which the foreign relations of the United States have 
been comducted since the first beginnings of the Republic.

Inadequate Examination. 


There is no emergency of any 
kind at this time which requires 
this amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. The danger to which Sena- 
tor Bricker’s resolution is ad- 
dressed is by common consent 
entirely imaginary at the present 
time. The Eisenhower Adminis- 


tration is not asking, and is not, 


intending to ask, the Senate to 

ratify any treaty which would be 

prohibited or affected by the 
ker amendment. 


And if the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration were to propose such.a 
treaty, Senator Bricker and his 
63 co-signers can defeat it with 
the greatest of ease, with 31 votes 
to spare. 

There is, therefore, no reason 
at all why this radical alteration 
of the American system should 
not be examined and debated 
much more thoroughly than it 
has been. The hearings have 
shown beyond any doubt that the 
proposal has not been adequately 
examined, 


On this, the crucial point, Sec- 
retary Dulles offered conclusive 
evidence when, as a result of 
longer study and reflection, he 
reversed his own legal opinion, 
made in his address last April at 
a regional meeting of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association in Louisville. 


Dulles’s Reversal. 


If Mr. Dulles, with all his legal 
experience in this very field, has 
changed his mind after further 
study, then there must surely be 
many among the 63 Senators who 
will feel that they may not have 
given this serious matter the full 
consideration it deserves. 

For the point on which Secre- 
tary Dulles reversed himself be- 
tween April 1952 and April 1953 
is the crux of the issue raised by 
the Bricker resolution. In April 
1952 Mr. Dulles said that “under 
our Constitution treaties become 
the supreme law of the land. 
They are, indeed, more supreme 
than ordinary laws, for Congres- 


what are essentially matters of 
domestic concern.” 

The difference between Mr. 
Dulles’s first opinion and his sec- 
ond, between Senator Bricker’s 
and that of his opponents, is over 
whether “treaty law can over-ride 
the Constitution.” The arguments 
that a treaty can over-ride the 
Constitution rests on an opinion, 
Missouri vs, Holland, rendered by 
the Supreme Court in 1920. 

Congress had passed a law for 
the protection of migratory birds, 
and this law was held by the low- 
er courts to be invalid under the 
Constitution. The Government 
then negotiated a treaty with 
Great Britain and Canada for the 
protection of the migratory birds.

held by the Supreme Court on the 
basis of the treaty. 


What Holmes Meant. 


The opinion, which was written 
by Mr. Justice Holmes, is the one 
cited by Senator Bricker as sup- 
porting his argument that a treaty 
can be used to over-ride the Con- 
stitution. But that is not what 
many qualified lawyers read in 
this opinion. 

The opinion in fact is a world 
away from saying that treaties 
can over-ride the Constitution. 
The Holmes opinion says that 
the “tyeaty in question does not 
contravene any prohibitory words 
to be found in the Constitution.” 
Does that not say that a treaty 
may not contravene or over-ride 
the Constitution, that, on the con- 
trary, treaties must conform with 
the Constitutian? 

Where then did the contrary 
notion arise? It arose, I think, 
from the fact that the Supreme 
Court held that the Federal gov- 
ernment had the power to do, not 
what the Constitution forbids, but 
what the Constitution does not 
forbid. : 

Thus, the Constitution does not 
forbid Congress to protect birds 
which migrate every year across 
state and international frontiers. 
The Congress may protect them 
by law which is “the supreme 
law”—that is to say enforcible 
throughout the Union. 


No Bar to Majority. 


But Congress is expressly for- 
bidden to make laws respecting 
an establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free exercise of 
religion, or abridging the freedom 
of speech or of the press, etc., 
etce., and according to the Su- 
preme Court in Missouri vs, Hol- 
land no treaty could give Con- 
gress the right to make such laws. 

Senator Bricker would, I sup- 
pose, say that he does not agree 
with this reading of the Supreme 
Court opinion, and that it is con- 
ceivable that an Administration 
might find a legal loophole for 
employing the treaty power to 
subvert the constitutional liber- 
ties of the country. 

The answer to this argument is

MOSCOW BALLET

VATICAN CITY, April 10 (AP) 
—Pope Pius XII in a speech to 
university students and teachers 
said yesterday “there can be no 
possible contradiction between 
faith and science.” He also urged 
them to shun false gods, indicat- 
ing he meant Communism and 
other anti-church philosophies. 

The Pope addressed 7000 pil- 


grims in the chambers of the 
Vatican Palace. He directed his 
words especially to students and 
professors of the Sorbonne, Paris, 
who made up a large part of his 
audience. 


“In your studies and scientific 
research,” he said, “be assured 
that there can be no possible con- 
tradition between faith and 
science. Nature, like revelation, 
comes from God and God cannot 
contradict himself, ... 

“Today's false gods may appear 
to be young, and the Church may 
appear to be old. But, persevere 
in your faith. Do not be deluded. 
The Church of Christ has always 
received and will always receive 
fram her divine founder the 
strength to meet and survive all 
errors.” 

The Pope denied accusations— 
frequently put forward by Com- 
munists—that the Catholic Church 
opposes the laboring classes.

In a panel discussion, two 
surgeons and another dermatolo- 
gist described common forms of 
ae cancer and what to do about 

em, 

Dr. Louis Keller, instructor fn 
dermatology at the St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, 
warned that over-exposure to 
sunlight may cause skin cancer 
later in life, especially in the 
cases of blond, fair-skinned per- 
sons. 

“Sunlight {is generally benefi- 
cial and increases one’s well- 
being,” he said, “but too much of 
it can have serious effects.” 

Dr. James T. Chamness, in- 
structor in surgery at the Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine, told the group that the most 
disfiguring kind of mole is the 
least ligely to develop into skin 
cancer. 

“The flat, lightly-colored, hair- 
less moles are the ones that cause 
trouble,” he said, “not the raised 
ugly ones.” Some varieties of 
birthmarks can become malignant, 
too, he said, remarking that 
“birthmark” was “too friendly a 
term for what is really a tumor- 
ous blood vessel.” 

Dr. Louis H. Jorstad, a surgeon, 
presided at the meeting, one of a 
series of public forums on medi- 
cal topics sponsored by the Medi- 
cal Society.

Firms Told Reserve Act Lets 


Them Plan for Workers’ Future] 


Col. Paschall Says Most Companies Will Face 
Problems of Reservists Training 
and Recall. 


Executives of business and -in- 
dustry will be able to make rea- 
sonably certain plans for the 
future of their peer ot who are 
members of the military reserve 
under the newly enacted Armed 
Forces Reserve Act, Col. William 
D. Paschall, chief of the Missouri 
Military District, said today. 

Members of the ready reserve 
are subject to recall to active 
service in an emergency pro- 
claimed by the President, similar 
to Korea, Col. Paschall said. 
Members of the standby reserve 
are subject to recall within cer- 
tain limitations set by law only 
in an emergency declared by the 
Congress, which in the n 
course of events would be a dec- 
laration of war, he added. 


Millions to Be Reservists. 


New federal laws make it cer- 
tain that millions of employes in 
the next few years will be mi 
tary reservists, and there will be 
few business executives who will 
not be directly concerned with 
problems pertaining io the legally 
required training of reservists 
in their employ. 

Under the new laws, all men 
inducted, enlisted or appointed 
in the armed services incyr an 
8-year military service obligation. 
At present this obligation is di- 
vided into two years of active 
military service and six years in 
the reserve. 

When a man is separated from 
the active service, he is placed in 
the ready reserve for such time 


as he has left of his obligation. 
If he has completed two years of 
active service when he is placed 
in the ready reserve, he has an 
obligation of six years in the re- 


serve. 
Standby Reserves. 

By joining a unit and partici- 
pating actively in the reserve 
program, he may after three 
years in the ready reserve re- 
quest ‘transfer to the standby re- 
serve to finish his 
years of reserve service, Col. 
Paschall explained, In any event, 
five years of satisfactory service 
are required to make a man elig- 
ible for transfer to the standby 
reserve, he added. 

The Government is empowered 
now to call any reservist to active 
duty for training for a period not 
to exceed 15 days each year, Col. 
Paschall said. The new Armed 
Forces Reserve Act guarantees 
employers that the governmental 
power will not be abused, he add- 
ed, and also. guarantees the re- 
servist will be protected against 
his recall, except in an emergency 
declared by Congress, he has 
served satisfactorily in the reserve 
program and through his own ef- 
forts has earned transfer from 
the ready reserve to the standby 
reserve, 

If the reservist has not partici- 
pated satisfactorily in the reserve 
program, he remains for the en- 
tire period of six-year reserve 
obligation vulnerable to recall in 
an emergency proclaimed by the 
President.

CARACAS, April 10 (AP) — 
The National Constituent . As- 
sembly has endowed itself ‘with 
the power to elect a new presi- 
dent and Congress in a move to 
give Venezuela a constitutional 
form of government for the first 
time since 1948. 

Col. Marcos Perez Jimenez, 
provisional president since last 
Dec. 3, will be named president 
for a five-year term beginning 

pril 19—described as Venezu- 
ela’s “independence day.” 

The Assembly will also elect 
state legislatures, municipal coun- 
cils, a supreme court, a court of 
appeals, a controller general and 
an attorney general to take office 
on that day. 

The Assembly, which was elect- 
ed last Nov. 30, gave itself those 
powers at a session last night. 
Tomorrow it is expected to pro- 
mulgate a new constitution—the 
country’s twenty-fourth since it 
was officially declared free of 
Spain in 1811. 

The constitution calls for the 
nation to be known as the “Re- 
public of Venezuela” instead of 
the United States of Venezuela. 

Last night’s resolution provides 
also that until legislation on in- 
dividual guarantees is approved 
by the new Congress the mea- 
sures adopted by the provisional 
government remain in effect. The 
president is authorized to take 
measures proper for safety of the 
nation, to preserve peace and 
maintain public order. 


The election of the Constituent 
Assembly on Nov. 30 was the 
first nation-wide balloting sirice 
Romulo Gallegos, leader of the 
leftist Democratic Action party, 
was chosen president in 1947, 
He was forced out by a military 
Coup in 1948. 

Perez Jimenez is a member of 
a three-man junta which has 
ruled Venezuela since 1950. 

He was named provisional 
president two days after the Nov. 
30 election. First returns from 
that voting had reported an op- 
position group, the leftist Demo- 
cratic Republican party, leading 
the government-supported Inde- 
pendent Electoral Front. The gov- 
ernment clamped on a censorship 
for a time and subsequent offic&l 
announcements said the FEI won 
a majority in the assembly,

Worsham and Gibson Take 36-Hole Lead in Masters With 144

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 10 (AP) 
—Lew Worsham fired a _ two- 
under-par 70 and Leland Gibson 
shot a 71 today to take an early 
lead with even par 144s at the 
midway point of the 17 Masters 
golf tournament. 


Worsham, former. National 
Open champion from Oakmont, 
Pa., and winner of the recent 
Jacksonville Open, cut one stroke 
off par on each nine. He had two 
birdies and a one-over hole going 
out, and one bird on the back 
nine. 


Gibson, a Kansas Citian who 
won a Masters berth for being 
among the low 24 finishers in 
the 1952 National Open, had a 
birdie and eight pars on the front 
nine and finished the back side 
in regulation figures with two 
birdies and two over-par holes. 


Defending champion, Sam 
Snead, tied for sixth after his 
first round 71, took a one-over 
37 on the front. Ben Hogan, 1951 
masters champion, was even par 
after four holes. He started the 
day in a tie for fourth with a 70. 


Best golf shot among early 
starters were two-under 34s on 
the front side by Gene Sarazen, 
National Open champion Julius 
Boros and Earl Stewart, Jr. 

Chick Harbert, the first day 
leader who never has won a 
major championship, was two 
over par on the first four holes 
after a morning thundershower 
interrupted play about 30 minutes. 

Jimmy Jackson, St. Louis ama- 
teur turned in a 77 for the sec- 
ond round to go with his 75 for 
the initial 18 holes giving him 
172 for the 36 holes. Jimmy led 
the amateurs in the National 
Open tournament last year. 

Harbert moved ahead of the 
pack on a four-under par 68 
yesterday, with Ed (Porky) Oli- 
ver of Palm Springs, Calif., and 
Al Besselink of Grossinger, N. Y., 
in hot pursuit with 69’s. 

The big guns of the Masters, 
Ben Hogan and Sam Snead, were 
in their usual initially-unspectac- 
uar but challenging positions at 
70 and 71, respectively. Lloyd 
Mangrum, a pre-tourney favor- 
ite, was at 74—definitely within 
hailing distance in the rugged 72- 
hole grind which pays off the 
consistent golfer. 

Harbert’s best showing in the 
Masters was a third-place finish 
in 1948, with a 72-hole total of 
287, after a first round of 71. 

Hogan was tied at 70 with Mil- 
ton Marusic of Herkimer, N. Y., 
who was added to the Masters in- 
vitation list this year, with Har- 
bert, on the basis of their finish 
in the 1952 United States open. 

The jinx that has decreed no 

two-in-a-row wins for Masters 
champions seemed to be working 
against Snead. The White Sul- 
phur Springs, W. Va., veteran, 
turned in some of the best put- 
ting of the day. 
He climbed a ridge and banked 
in with a 42-foot putt for the day’s 
only eagle going out and exe- 
cuted a beautiful 30-foot putt for 
a birdie on the 18th. This last, 
however, was denied him. 

Snead actually had a 70 for 
the day, but Byron Nelson 
marked Snead’s 18th hole as a 
four. Snead glanced at his cor- 
rect total of 70, and signed the 
card. 

Bring Out Rule Book. 

The tournament committee 
pointed to the rule book which 
holds that a score once recorded, 
if higher than the one actually 
shot, must stand. Thus his round, 
which included four actual bird- 
ies and the day’s long eagle, 
went into the books at 71. 

Two amateurs—Dick Chapman 
of Pinehurst, N. C., and Frank 
Stranahan of Toledo—and veter- 
an professional Skip Alexander. 
of St. Petersburg, Fla., were tied 
at 72. 

Short putts dropped Mangrum, 
the Niles, Ill, expert, down to 
the 74 bracket. His tournament 
round was in no wise like his 
warm-up round of 63. Mangrum 
holds the 18-hole record of 64 
for actual tournament play. 

Jinmmy Demaret, the only three-

UR correspondent is not alone 

in of “venom” as 

“snake poison,” that is, as. the 
fatal or injurious fluid injected 
when a snake bites—and all other 
applications of the term as meta- 
phor, based on this. 

As a‘matter of fact, venom it- 
self is not primarily character- 
istic of the snake; the serpent has 
rather taken unto itself the onus 
of “spitting venom:” 

“Venom” is simply poisonous 
matter secreted by some members 
of the animal world and then in- 
jected into their victim by their 
bite or sting. The scorpion and 
the bee are ilty in this con- 
nection, as well as the snake; per- 
haps it is the latter’s greater guilt 
that has associated the word 
“venom” as well as the phrase 
“spitting venom.”

FRANKFURTERS AND SAUERKRAUT ARE AFFINITIES.- 


ERTAIN foods seem to have @ 
natural affinity for each other. 
We associate ham and bacon 
with eggs, beefsteak and onions, 
and frankfurters and sauerkraut. 
They may be cooked separately 
or together, casserole style. 
you like frankfurters grilled and 
for just a short time, = sauer- 
kraut long-cooked, may 
choose the platter style fo for serv- 


ing. 

Mg ean prepare the sauerkraut 
additions and bake them 

for some time. Sliced apples and 
possibly a few currants and 
raisins are good additions. 

Generally, mashed potatoes are 
liked better than any other prod- 
uct with sauerkraut, You may 
like to pile the fluffy potatoes 
into a casserole and to top them 
with” frankfurters brushed with 
butter or margarine.

Fix It Yourself

Pointing Brick. 


S you may ve noticed, 
bricks seldom if ever wear 

out. What does ‘eaneotly 
happen, however, is that the mor- 
tar between the bricks that holds 
them together wears out and that 
can cause leaks in a wall and 
even bricks becoming loose and 
falling out. * 

When you notice the mortar be- 
tween bricks falling apart you are 
about to find a something of 
the ge art of fi nye. up 
bricks. What you need for 
this job is a small trowel, some 


ready mixed cement mortar, a’ 


hammer and a cold chisel or old 
screwdriver. 


Use the hammer and chisel or 
screwdriver to remove all of the 
loose mortar from between the 
bricks. This is necessary because 
if you add fresh mortar to fall- 
ing ‘mortar you will have accom- 
plished absolutely Pell gone except 
a waste of mortar, 
After you've on ll aan loose 
stuff, brush out the opening so 
it’s clean and then 
slightly. This is done because if 
the surrounding masonry is dry 
it will quickly absorb the mois- 


. ture out of the fresh mortar and 


cause it to lose strength as it 
hardens which is something to be 
avoided. 


The fresh mortar should be 
packed into the opening so it 
will get all the way to the back. 
Use your trowel to smooth out 
the face of the joint to resemble 
as closely as possible the sur- 
rounding masonry.
